HMH purchases cutting-edge 
generation of open MRI technology 



Harrison Memorial 
Hospital patients will now 
have access to more ad¬ 
vanced imaging technol¬ 
ogy with its new Seimen’s 
Magnetom Espree, the first 
open-bore magnetic reso¬ 
nance imaging (MRI). This 
is the region’s first open- 
bore MRI system, which 
offers a larger opening for 
diagnostic testing. 

MRIs provide digital 
imaging that helps physi¬ 
cians detect abnormali¬ 
ties within the body that 
a traditional x-ray cannot 
detect. The new open-bore 
MRI is equipped with a 
1.5 Tesla magnet, provid¬ 
ing five times more power 
than the previous magnet 
at HMH. This technology 
improves patient care in a 
variety of ways. 

“We’re able to do new 
exams that we couldn’t do 
prior to this technology, in¬ 
cluding certain angiograph¬ 
ic studies that can be done 
now without the need for 
intravenous contrast,” said 
Jerrod Davis, HMH Chief 
Operating Officer. “There 
are so many benefits. It has 
higher strength and pro¬ 
vides faster scan times and 
better image quality that is 
vital for the most accurate 
diagnosis. And, best of all, 
the patient experience will 
be improved because of the 
larger opening and shorter 
scan times.” 

Davis points out that, 
in the past, there have often 
been misconceptions about 
the term “open MRI.” 

“Open MRI meant 
that the machine itself was 
shaped like a horseshoe 
rather than completely en¬ 
closing the patient. With 
that type of machine, a 
patient can only look out¬ 
side of the machine when 
lying on his or her side; 
however, there are only a 
handful of procedures that 
allow patients to lie on 
their side. Many exams re¬ 


quire patients to lie on their 
back, which in a traditional 
“open” MRI actually pro¬ 
vides less room than our new 
wide-bore MRI. So, if a pa¬ 
tient has anxiety with closed 
spaces, a traditional “open” 
MRI didn’t always provide a 
better experience,” said Da¬ 
vis. 

The new Seimen’s Mag¬ 
netom Espree technology 
provides a wider inner diam¬ 
eter (70cm) and more space 
between the patient’s face 
and the top of the opening 
(30 cm from head to roof). 
That’s roughly twice that of 
traditional open magnets. 
Another significant advan¬ 
tage is that this technology 
is considered “short bore,” 
meaning the length of the 
gantry (opening) is only 125 
cm. This enables the patient’s 
head and feet to remain ex¬ 
posed outside the magnet 
for many exams. When the 
patient has to be inside, the 
magnet is so short that he or 
she is able to easily see out, 
reducing anxiety. 

“When we shopped for 
our new technology, our 
team members at HMH tried 
out each of the technolo¬ 
gies we considered, literally 
climbing inside as a patient 
to evaluate for comfort and 
anxiety,” said Pam Bowles, 
HMH Radiology Manager. 
“With this MRI, we’re able 
to do about 60% of our ex¬ 
ams with the patient’s head 
outside the gantry or open¬ 


ing. 

With the patient’s head 
and feet outside the gantry, 
the equipment will accom¬ 
modate patients with special 
needs, such as those who 
have mobility issues, those 
who are claustrophobic or 
patients dependent upon 
medical equipment. The 
wider opening is also a real 
benefit when treating larger 
patients. 

“Our new MRI allows 
us to partner with other pro¬ 
viders, like UK Healthcare, 
and offer preliminary imag¬ 
ing to their specialists. For 
example, we can download 
any protocol from a special¬ 
ist there and do the legwork 
necessary for Cyber Knife 
procedures that will be per¬ 
formed in Lexington,” said 
Bowles. She also pointed 
out the wide range of diag¬ 
nostic testing that can occur 
with this technology, from 
brain scans for neurological 
diseases, such as Multiple 
Sclerosis, to musculoskeletal 
scans to check joints, fluids, 
ligaments and tendons to 
MRIs of the abdomen. 

The efficiency and clar¬ 
ity with which this technol¬ 
ogy produces images are 
unprecedented at HMH. The 
Seimen’s Magnetom Espree 
allows hospital staff mem¬ 
bers to scan a larger portion 
of the body than previous 
technology. Being able to 
avoid constant repositioning 
of the body is a significant 


improvement in comfort 
for patients. But, possibly 
most significant of all is 
the increase in the quality 
of the images the technol¬ 
ogy provides. Clearer im¬ 
ages are the foundation 
for accurate diagnoses and 
treatments. 

The new open-bore 
MRI adds another compo¬ 
nent to the already stellar 
state-of-the-art imaging 
technology at HMH. Other 
diagnostic imaging equip¬ 
ment at the hospital in¬ 
cludes a 64-slice computed 
tomography (CT) scanner, 
4-D ultrasound equipment, 
nuclear medicine equip¬ 
ment, a digital mammog¬ 
raphy unit, a bone density 
scanner and digital radiog¬ 
raphy equipment. 

“The new open-bore 
MRI is the latest investment 
by HMH in providing the 
best quality care for the pa¬ 
tient,” says Sheila Currans, 
HMH Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer.

The official and long¬ 
standing historical society 
of Bracken County could not 
have celebrated the 100^^ An¬ 
niversary Courthouse Cel¬ 
ebration without the aid of 
other organizations and indi¬ 
viduals. 

If a list is printed, un¬ 
doubtedly, someone or group 
will be left out. However, 
certain ones need to be hon¬ 
ored. Let’s start with the 
courthouse lawn: the fiags 
are a living tribute to those 
who served in the military; 
the band was exceptional 
and choice of songs fit the 
occasion; the sound system 
was superior - even those far 
in the back heard every note 
and speech; both courthouse 
officials and staff arranged 
the chairs and supplied many 
more as the crowd grew; the 
politicians and office hold¬ 
ers stood so that others could 
sit; and water was delivered 
by some of our younger resi¬ 
dents as the sun grew bright¬ 
er.

Tour Augusta Regional Water 
Treatment Plant at Community 
Day, Saturday, July 11*** 



Howdy F oiks! On 
Thursday and Friday of last 
week we attended a workshop 
sponsored by the Division 
of Waste Management so 
technically, we should have 
a little more intelligence 
this morning, but for some 
reason, recalling all that 
information is proving to 
be a challenge! Definitely, 
we took notes and brought 
material home to digest, so 
we will try to condense the 
more meaningful and locally 
useful aspects of the meeting. 
Mr. Gary Logsdon, Manager, 
Recycling and Local 
Assistance Branch updated 
the group on various subjects 
including the renewal of the 
Waste Tire Fund thru 2016. 
This fund is amassed through 
the $ 1 charge for each new tire 
purchased in Kentucky, and is 
the source of the ever popular 
Tire Amnesty Program which 
rotates around the state on a 
three-year cycle. Currently, 
the amnesty is located in 
Western Kentucky, but should 
be coming to this area next 
year. As soon as we get the 
scheduled date, we will pass 
it on to you. 

Mr. George Partridge 
spoke on Sustainable Waste 
Management for Small 
Communities - A Global 
Perspective, and emphasized 
that we live in a very material 
world and it is of utmost 
importance that everyone 
properly dispose of the waste 
generated by this materialistic 
society. Speakers following 
this presentation dealt with 
the disposal of the waste 
stream. Definitely, we need 
landfills, recycling centers, 
and outlets for reusable 
items. Some terms that 
were tossed around defining 
the difficulties businesses 
encounter when trying to 
establish these outlets were 
amusing, accurate and 
thought provoking. Consider 
NIMBY (not in my back 
yard), NOTE (not over there 
either), NOPE (not on planet 
earth), CAVE (citizens against 
virtually everything) and the 
final acronym, BANANA 
(build absolutely nothing 
anywhere near anything)! 
If we insist on living in a 
materialistic world, then we 
must responsibly dispose of 
the waste that it produces. 

Kentucky State Trooper 
Kendra Wilson spoke on the 
wastes produced by mobile 
meth labs which included 
both the physical discards of 
the ingredients used to create 
meth, but also the waste of 
human lives and the families 
involved. The so called ‘pill 
mills’ have been pretty much 
shut down, but not to let 
this opportunity pass by, the 
drug cartels have invaded 
with their heroin which is 


cheaper and now being laced 
with meth. In 2011 there 
were over 1,000 meth labs 
reported in Kentucky and 
by 2014 this number had 
decreased to 465, but has 
steadily been on the rise due 
to the heroin connection. 
Another presentation dealt 
with the addiction problems 
associated with the drugs 
and how difficult it is for 
facilities to be established 
to care for this growing 
epidemic. A young lady 
spoke of her journey as an 
addict and alluded to the fact 
that addiction is a physical 
problem that requires among 
other treatments, a spiritual 
solution! 

More information next 
week on the workshop, 
but we need to remind 
folks that there is a roll-off 
for citizen use outside of 
Augusta at the end of Long 
Stretch near the railroad 
underpass. Also, a dumpster 
is located at the Berlin store. 
Once full, these will be 
relocated. Congratulations 
are extended to the Bracken 
County Historical Society, 
all participants and 
attendees of the Centennial 
Celebration of the Bracken 
County Courthouse! It was 
a beautiful day to refiect on 
this massive structure and 
listen to the memories of Mr. 
Dexter Meyers and Mr. Henry 
Morehead as they related 
their childhood experiences 
around this center of Bracken 
County lives! As we move 
forward into the next 100 
years, we encourage everyone 
to RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful!

Enjoy a behind the 
scenes tour of the water 
treatment plant located in 
Augusta, Kentucky. See 
the physical process in¬ 
volved in turning non pota¬ 
ble water into safe drinking 
water and the various steps 
that happen to provide wa¬ 
ter to everyone in Bracken 
County. The Augusta Re¬ 
gional Water Treatment 
Plant has been featured in 
TPO magazine. 

The plant must supply 
water to the 10,000 resi¬ 
dents of Bracken County, 
in addition to Augusta. To 
do that they have to fill a 
300,000 gallon clearwell 
and a 300,000 gallon tank 
for Augusta, along with a 
200,000 gallon clearwell 
and four tanks totaling just 
over a million gallons for 
the Bracken County Water 
District. The Augusta plant 
draws water from a huge 
aquifer that stretches all 
the way to Michigan (the 
water actually originates 
under Lake Michigan. 

Treated water is 
pumped into a clearwell 
under the plant and then 
to the other clearwell and 


tanks going to the Bracken 
County District. The water 
meets all the state and fed¬ 
eral standards. 

Susan Butts is manag¬ 
er of the 1.2 mgd Augusta 
plant, along with her op¬ 
erator, John Olsen, (both 
shown above) and she also 
works with the mayor and 
other city officials. Her 
knowledge of the treat¬ 
ment processes and man¬ 
agement skill has made her 
an asset to the plant and the 
community. Susan brings a 
powerful work ethic to her 
supervisor career in Au¬ 
gusta, KY. 

This tour is offered 
on Community Day, July 
11. This will be a morning 
and afternoon bus tour de¬ 
parting from the Bracken 
County High School at 
9:30 AM and returning at 
11:30 AM and departing 
again at 1:30 PM and re¬ 
turning at 3:30 PM.

AN INWARD TURN 


Chronic eye-watering and 
irritation of the outer portion of 
the eyeball (cornea) may be due 
to inward-turning eyelashes. 
Abnormally positioned 

eyelashes can result from an 
eye infection, inflammation 
(swelling) of the eyelid, 
autoimmune conditions, and 
trauma. 

This misdirection of the 
eyelashes, a condition known as 
“trichiasis,” results in the errant 
eyelashes brushing against 
the eyeball. Left untreated, 
trichiasis may lead to corneal 
ulceration, which is a potentially 
serious concern that can lead to 
loss of eyesight in the affected 
eye. When there are multiple 
lashes growing toward the 
eye, the ophthalmologist may 
recommend surgery to have 
them removed permanently. 
If so, “ablation” utilizes 



radiofrequencies or lasers to 
remove the offending lashes.

Kentucky Fish & Wildlife 
launches all-in-one web 
section for stream anglers 

Fisheries crews with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
routinely see a variety of tro¬ 
phy smallmouth bass, mus- 
kellunge, catfish and walleye 
while doing their sampling 
studies in streams. 

Now the department is 
unveiling those stream se¬ 
crets through a new informa¬ 
tion section on the depart¬ 
ment’s website. 

“Stream fishing is a 
whole lot better than people 
think it is,” said Fisheries 
Biologist David Baker, who 
headed the effort. “You can 
catch the fish of a lifetime in 
a stream.” 

Paddlers and anglers can 
go online to fw.ky.gov to 
access this section. Use the 
keywords “stream fisheries” 
to go directly to this page. 
The amount of information 
available makes it easier to 
plan a trip. 

Currently profiles are 
limited to just a handful of 
locations, but more will be 
added throughout the com¬ 
ing years. 

“We’re providing a one- 
stop shop for anglers and 
paddlers to find out more in¬ 
formation about a particular 
stream,” Baker said. “There 
is a creek or river close to 
just about everyone in Ken¬ 
tucky.” 

The new section offers 
stream maps, provides loca¬ 
tions of access sites, details 
mileages between put-in and 
take-out locations and offers 
information about stream 
water levels. For anglers, 
the section has photos and 
information about the size 
and frequency of fish biolo¬ 
gists find when they sample 
stream sections, as well as 
fishing tips for each area. 

“We also include photos 
of the access sites so visitors 
will have a visual reference 
of what they will see,” Baker 
said. 

The maps provided on 
the webpage are smart phone 
friendly, so users may load 
them on their phones and hit 
the stream. 

The section currently 
profiles central Kentucky’s 
famous Elkhorn Creek, three 
pools of Green River, the 
Barren River below Barren 
River Lake and Slate Creek. 
More sections will be added 
in the future. 


Baker added that now 
streams have finally re¬ 
turned to normal from the 
wet spring, the fish are bit¬ 
ing. “Smallmouth bass have 
spawned and are aggressive, 
rock bass and sunfish are on 
the beds and channel catfish 
are near rocky shoals prepar¬ 
ing to spawn,” he said. “We 
hope people use this page 
to help enjoy the wonderfijl 
stream fishing opportunities 
we have in Kentucky.”

Basketball States: Indiana is, 
Kentucky Kousins across 
the Ohio aren’t anymore 

Indiana is a basketball 
state. Kentucky isn’t. Hard to 
swallow isn’t it, living this side 
of the Ohio River?

in the shade. 

Traveling by car across the 
Bluegrass State’s 120 counties, 
I see a plentiful number of out¬ 
door basketball goals but differ¬ 
ence is, kids aren’t using them, 
even ball goals with fresh nets. 

To further the Kentucky-is- 
no-basketball-state argument, 
these sets of numbers. 

V Eight-hundred-thirty- 
four. In all the Commonwealth 
this was the reported attendance 
for last Saturday’s all-star game 
at Transylvania University. 834 
tickets sold. 

V Two. Jersey No. 1 for the 
first time in my memory, Mr. 
Basketball for both states were 
no shows. Vanderbilt-bound 
Camron Justice and Caleb 
Swanigan (Purdue). 

In 59 years of Mr. Basket¬ 
ball, here’s a first: A compliance 
office spokesman at Vanderbilt 
dictated Camron Justice could 
not play. He “is now considered 
a college athlete.” 

V And One. Kentucky’s 
best big man and Louisville 
signee Raymond Spaulding 
didn’t bother. Practice and 
games, a no show. Apparently 
he “now belongs to University 
of Louisville.” 

Changing times. Probably 
time for Indiana to file for di¬ 
vorce. Take it’s dedicated all¬ 
stars and series to Ohio or Il¬ 
linois. Kentucky high schools’ 
best making the team, represent¬ 
ing the state, is not important. 

On our side of the Ohio, on 
another level, a flicker of irony. 

With enthusiasm for future 
gone tepid, preserving the past 
becomes a new option - a bas¬ 
ketball museum. 

Ground-breaking and plans 
for a hoops museum located in 
Elizabethtown was announced 
in early June by Association of 
Basketball Coaches. 

Geographically is sound, 
and downtown (with convenient 
parking) makes perfect a muse¬ 
um for fans to appreciate what 
has gone before - players and 
personalities and places, will 
project images of times when 
basketball was still a magical 
dream game in Kentucky. 

With another historical fact 
in mind, I hope the museum in 
E’town enjoys a more sustained 
run of popularity than the once 
hot item one linked to Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky. Fan interest 
even around tradition-rich UK 
didn’t last. 

Today, given the abject 
decline of interest in the Ken- 
tucky-Indiana summer series, I 
hope officials have ever devel¬ 
oping ideas to maintain interest 
for fan visits to E’town. 

Maybe it will re-ignite a 
surge of pride on this side of the 
Ohio to lift Kentucky back to a 
place equal to Indiana again as a 
Basketball State. 

RICK PITINO TLANS’ 

Something comical seeing 
a 62-year-old ball coach discuss 
a contract extension intended to 
assure he will be screaming at 
19-year-olds another decade- 
plus, until age 73. 

Rick Pitino discussed his 
new deal with University of 
Louisville last week and even 
the idea of a press conference 
brought to mind Woody Allen’s 
expression: “Wanna make God 
laugh? Tell Him(Her) your 
plans for tomorrow.” 

With grinnin’ Tom Jurich 


at his left, who apparently be¬ 
lieves he will live forever also, 
and God on Pitino’s other side, 
Da Coach plans to stay on the 
job through the 2026. 

This was gold for us if not 
for the Pitino at Minnesota: “...

Independent Auditor’s Report 

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the aeeompanying Statement of Reeeipts, Disbursements, and Changes in Fund Balanees - Regulatory Basis of 
Braeken County, Kentueky, for the year ended June 30, 2014, and the related notes to the finaneial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of this finaneial statement in aeeordanee with aeeounting praetiees 
preseribed or permitted by the Department for Loeal Government to demonstrate eomplianee with the Commonwealth of Kentueky’s 
regulatory basis of aeeounting and budget laws. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenanee of 
internal eontrol relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a finaneial statement that is free from material misstatement, 
whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this finaneial statement based on our audit. We eondueted our audit in aeeordanee with 
auditing standards generally aeeepted in the United States of Ameriea, the standards applieable to finaneial audits eontained in 
Government Auditing Standards , issued by the Comptroller General of the United States and the Audit Guide for Fiseal Court Audits 
issued by the Auditor of Publie Aeeounts, Commonwealth of Kentueky.

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of Bracken County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2014, 
or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the fund balances of Bracken County, 
Kentucky as of June 30, 2014, and its cash receipts and disbursements, for the year then ended, in accordance with the accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Department for Local Government described in Note 1. 

Other Matters 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statement taken as a whole of Bracken County, 
Kentucky. The budgetary comparison schedules and capital asset schedule are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are 
not a required part of the financial statement. Such information is the responsibility of management and was derived from and relates 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statement. The budgetary comparison schedules 
have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statement and certain additional procedures, 
including comparing and reconciling such information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
financial statement or to the financial statement itself, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the budgetary comparison schedules are fairly stated in all material respects 
in relation to the basic financial statement. The capital asset schedule has not been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the 
audit of the basic financial statement and, accordingly, we do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on it.
